MacWin Council, now perhaps as 
strong and Influential a Catholic 
benevolent und educntuinai society 
as there is in Louisville, celebrated 
Its thirteenth anniveraaVy on Sun- 
day and Monday of this week, and 
thereby sprang into the lead 
iti the Young Men'a Institute. 
V'or thirteei^enrs the organisation 
has workeil' aiiioiifr the Catholic 
voiiiif.' men of this city, but especially 
those of the West I'nd. with results 
that have been productive of great 
goixl and been most gratifying to 
clergy and laity In general as well 
as the parents and relatives of the 
members. Virondad aadar the di- 
rection of the late sad revered 
Kather .Mackin, for whom the coun- 
il was named, it has made steady 
progress until today, when it has 
iiixin Its rolls neariy 500 practical 
Catholic members. From tne first 
it haa been the puriiose to Inculcate 
a true spirit of religion and patriot- 
lam Into the young men who entered 
its ranks, to foster charity and 
brotherly love and wherever possible 
elevate their moral nnd social stand- 
ing. Ilovv well .Mackin Coiineil has 
siiccceded in this great work could 
best be attested by onr Catliolie 
INistors who see these yoniig men 
attending regularly the holy secri- 
fice of the msas and frequently re- 
iving the bles8e<l sacrament in their 
respective parishes. And could the 
fathers and mothers, wives, sisters 
and sweethearts but %vif ness the cere- 
monies last Sunday afternoon tliere 
never would be eoniplaint ol ilie time 
spent at meetings held eitln i iiifrht 
or ilay.

Teams w ere seleetcil hy 
Hen Uccil ami .lames Midlarkcy us 
the leaders, and meeting after meet- 
ing the op(iosing sides presented 
long lists of apiilirants, and not until 
last Sunday, when a class of sixty 
of the liest Cathnlie young men in 
the city presented themselves, could 
it be ilctermincil that Cnpt. Heed und 
liis team had won in a contest that 
placed Mackin (oiiniil not only iti 
the lead in the Kentiieky jiirisdiet ion 
but stam]>cd it us the riclieat und 
strongest council in the order. Not 
in Culifomla or the West, nor in 
I'eiinsylvania, Indiana or Ohit is 
there a council with equal assets. 
'I'iie credit for this largely belongs 
to Hen Sand, who originated and en- 
couraged the idea, anil will sec that 
both teama are entertuineil with 
cither i< theater box party or a trol- 
ley ride. 

The council chamber was tliron^'- 
eil with iinnilieis who weic anxious 
to welcome the new class. Shortly 
after :< o'clock Conductor IjOuIs Kief- 
fer and the degree team made ita ap- 
pearance at the head of a class of 
sixty candidatea. who were given a 
most hearty reception by the hun- 
dreds awaiting them. From negin- 
ning to end the work was impressive 
and instructive, and words of praise 
were bestowed upon liobert Hiiike. 
William O'l'oole. Corneliiis Diitoe. 
Hen Sand. Will Dalv and the others 
who for three hours eni|illfied the 
ritual in a niunner thnt siirpussed all 
attempts at former initiationa and 
taught a lesson that made a lasting 
impression upon both the new atid 
the old members. 

Though the hour was aomewhat 
late when the work was completed all 
were unxioiis to hear a few words 
from visitors. nicnil>crs ami eainli-

A meaUn of the National 
Executive Comiilmee will be held at 
the Bellevne-St rat ford Hotel at Phil- 
adelphia, on .^lonllay. (>ctol)cr I. im- 
meilialelv preecdiiifj- the opening of 
the eonv eni ion. .\ great public ilcin 
onstration will take place at the 
.\cademy of .Music in the evening, at 
which (iov. I'ennypacker of Pennsyl- 
vania will preside, and the envoys 
from Ireland will speak. In an ad- 
dress aniionncing tlie eoiiMiition the 
lOxccntiv e (oniiuittc says: 

"The ccrlainty that :i nicasiire of 
self-gov crniMcnl for Irc'lanil w'll lie 
the main business of next year's sc;i- 
alon of the Knglish Parliament, 
should not alone arouse the enthusi- 
asm of all friends of the Irish cau ie 
in America, but should make it a 
putriotic duty fo» the branches to see 
that they are fUUy represented it 
the approaching convention. It may

M. I'., the 
envoys fnuii Ireland, will not alone nc 
a just recognition of the splendid 
sei v ices lliev have performed for Ire-

sir Danial O'Connor Talks 
of Country Without 



"(iod's country— where graftitig is 
unknown, politicians arc honest and 
municipal ownership waxes vali.-m' 
is Australia." said Sir Daniel (iT.ni- 
nor of Sydney, .\ustralia. in un mi- 
dress before the Irish Fellowship 
Club of Chicago laat week. 

Mr. O'Connor emigrated from Ire- 
land to Australia in 185S. He was one 
of the framers of the .\uBtraUan con- 
slit ut ion. was rosiniaster General of 

.\iistialia nine vears. mem l)er of Par- 
liament thirty-one years. and at 
present is Minister of the ( row ii. He- 
canse of his thorough knowledge of 
the ilevclopiiiciit and conditions In 
.\nstialia he was selcelcd by the 
( rown to compile and write a book, 
to be ell titled "Fifty Years Under 
Kesponsible Government in Ans- 
tralia," aad after he had worked on 
it two years and expended 15,500 the 
manuscript was burned while in the 
hands of the publishers in the San 
Francisco fire. Mr. O'Connor said he 
estimutes the loss at $ii(i,i)iHi. as it 
would be almost itujiossible to dupli- 
cate the proilnetion. all notes and rcl- 
crences puthcreil by him in fifty-five 
M-ars having been destroyed. 

"In this country there is more or 
less truth In the adage that after a 
man fails in every other vocation he 
becomea a politician. In Australia 
the opposite la true," he said. "Al- 
though the water works, lighting 
facilities, steam and street railways 
belong to the Covernment and mu- 
nicipalities, charges of dishonesiv 
against public officials ami iudgcs 
are almost unknown. Politicians, 
parlicularlv. are honest." . 

James McShane, who recently re- 
turned from a visit to Ireland, spoke. 
Upon return to hie native land he 
was alarmed, he said, at the de- 
crease In ]>opulation of able lK>died 
men. "When an Irishmen grows »>ig 
enough to learn of America, he starts 
for uue country," he said.

COOBTESI OF AIIRlCil OFFICIALS. 



The representative of the Ken- 
tucky Irish American called on Hon. 
Kdward J. MoOermott, who hea lately 
returned from Europe, and adced him 
to give its readers some account of 
his trip. He left Louisville on Jtine 
17 und was gone ten weeks. While 
in Sweden he took depositions in the 
Ouchferlony will case ami later at- 
tende<l to a legal matter in Ireland. 
In response to many questions he 

said: 

"I eiossed the ocean on the Kaiser 
Wilbelm II., and after a pleasant 
voyage of seven days landed at Ply- 
tnouth, England, and passing through 
a very beautiful part of the Southern 
counties arrive<l in London, where 
I spent a week. In the House of 
Commons I heard an interesting dc- 
biite on the tiincli diseiisseil educa- 
tional bill, then pending in Parlia- 
ment, ami prepared by .\lr. Hirrell, 
and 1 also attended a session In the 
House of Lords. The Right Hon. 
.Tames Hryce. a member of tiie Kng- 
lish Cabinet, whom I had met In 
Kentuckv and in .Xew York, was very 
kind to ine iind added much to the 
pleasure of mv sta\ in London. 

"I then irosseil into llidlaihl. and 
after stopping a ila.v at .\msteiilam. 
to enjov the fine ail gallery and the 
oid ami interesting buildings of the 
city, 1 made short stops at Bremen, 
Hamburg and Luebeck. In Bremen 
und In Luebeck many of the buildings 
were very old and very interesting 
as specimens of the architecture of 
the Middle .\ges. Hamburg Is a big 
anil flourishing city. Its City Hall 
is one of the finest in the world. The 
old liat hskcllers at Hrcincn and at 
i.iiebeek are most cnrions and inter- 
estiiiL'' and places where the thirsty 
frnveler can get <lelicious wine 

".Mv next 8t«)p was at Copenhagen 
In -flfernnartt: (juAInt, pfosiierons 
old city, with a magnificent gallery 
o. the works of Thorwaldsen. one of 
the greatest sculptors of modern 
times. Here 1 had the idciisure of 
niei'ting and .iiiiini,'- with the Hon. T. 
J. O'Hrien. of Cranrl l.'apiils. Mich., 
and now inir Minislei- to Denmark, 
and an able lawyer .mil jiolishcd 
i;ent lelinin. whom I met several times 
in .Michigan. In .Xorway I found that 
Christiana and Bergen were flourish- 
ing commercial cities. The scenery 
in the southern part of Norway is 
moimtninous and grand. Parts of the 
mountains are covered with per- 
petual snow and llic valleys are wnt- 
ered by bi-aiitifiil mountain streams. 
Kvcry ineli of available (ironiul is 
highly cultivated. Cattle and i;iiats 
in the summer time are driven to 
the tops of the mountuiiis for pas- 
tiireage and are kept there for 
months. Un July 13. while I was 
crossing one of the mountains in an 
open, two-wheeled vehicle, the snow 
fell on ns until it waa an inch and a 
half deep on the road and we suffer- 
ed much from cold. 

"The fiords which run from the 
ocean far inland are navigable, idear. 
and often inn between steep anil high 
mountains, making the si'cncr.v most 
beautiful. The waterfalls arc innu- 
merable and ut times .ery large. 
I'rcipiently the traveler wilLaee elx 
or eight large waterfalls at one time. 
The people are Tcry industrious, 
hardy, polite and thrifty. Sweden Is 
also a picturesque and beautiful 
country, and so eoveretl with rivers 
and lakes that one can almost go all 
over it in a boat, 'iothenberg is a 
targe and prosperous town. I fouTid 
the American Consni. Itobert S. S. 
Hergh. a most efficient officer and 
a |M>lite und agreeable gentleman, 
who thought that he could not do 
enough for hla fellow-countrymen 
from America. Stockholm has been 
called the Venice of the North. It is 
a beautiful and thriving city, with 
many interesting i>uildings and art 
treasures. 

"I spent a week in llerlin. which 
has grown so wonilerf nl ly in si/e and 
impioveil so iiiiicli in beauty in lale 
years as to be almost unrecognizable 
by one who has not seen it for 
twenty years; and I spent a week 
in Paris, which next to Bome, Is the 
most interesting city in Europe. 
From Paris T went straight to Dub- 
lin. 

".\s we appr.i;i. !i' ' l> -tun, the 
harbor of Dublin. I.v -eii. >vith dis- 
tant views of Hray on the left and 
of llowth on the riifht. vve had be- 
fore us a mugiiificent panoraniu. a 
scene of exquisite loveliness. Dublin 
has not changed much in twenty-five 
years, although Lord Iveagh (one of 
the (ininness fsmlly made famous hy 
their manufacture of stout) has torn 
dowi- tnany old. dilapidated build- 
ings near St. Patrick's Cathedral, and 
has built many blocks of neat com- 
fortuble ilwelliiigs for poor people and 
the middle classes. He has opened 
and beautified one very pretty (Mtrk 
in the center of this neighborhoo<l. 
Though electric cars run In every 
direction with seats on top of the 
car for those who prefer that eletrat- 
ed place (and the majority do), the 
famous Jaunting car Is still ot every 
corner, and is a very comfortable ve- 
hicle and convenient ami cheap. Their 
drivers alwavs muke your trip, 
whether long or short, more agree- 
able with their cheertnl. rncy talk. 

"The museum in Dublin is very in 



teresting and instrtictive. The col- 
lection of weapons and utensils of 
pre-hiatorlc times and ancient monu- 
ments and plaster casts of famous 
sculpture are very complete and val- 
uable. The zoological garden in 
I'hiM'nix I'ark is a great place for 
recn-ation and for instructive enler- 
tainment for old and voting, but tiii- 
fortunately the Old rnrliameni 
House, the irivh people's political 
temple, is still appropriated by the 
money-<-hangers, and not as it should 
he by the representatives of the peo- 
ple, aa it was in Orattan's trme. 
Though only a few of the Irish peo- 
ple In that day could vote for their 
representatives, if was at least bet- 
ter to have that Parliament that to 
have notie. Fort nnat ely it seems now 
likely that not many years will elapse 
before the Irish people will at least 
have a Legislature mttina ia Dublin 
for the regulation of their purely 
domestic affaira. Soaietliliic MMr 
will follow Ister. 

"I went to the beaotlful valley of 
(ilendalough. where the mins of the 
seven ancient churches still remsin 
and where that perfei'tly preserved 
loftv tower curries ns bacV at lep.st 
thirteen hiinilreil y<?ars, w hen Irelaml 
was iindoiibtedly the most civilized 
part of Western ICiirope. The tower 
is about 121) feet high. It shows that 
the people wro bnild it had great 
mechanical akfll.Ttme haa done ft no 
harm. It's pin^iose is not yet beyond 
dispute. 

".My legal business curried me to 
County Mayo, and later f went to the 
Lakes of Killarney and Cork and 
HIarney Castle anil <;ueenslown. Of 
course I had to kiss the blarney stone 

ev»'n at the risk of a broken neck 
for no man with Irish bloo<l in his 
veins could fail to do that. It li now 
twenty-four years since I made my 
last visit to Ireland, and in that time 
I see much improvement, not so 
much in the cities as in the country 
districts, where tenants are bnying 
the lands for citltivatitui. Wherever 
they own land the houses are better 
and .so are the gardens and the fields. 
It is not an niieoniinoii sight iiovv in 
Ireland to see prett.v cottages with 
nice gardens and beautiful flowers 
surrounding them. in the central 
part of the country aad in other 
parts one Is. at times, surprised tfi 
observe how few houses and men are 
to be seen, how the tenants have 
been swejit away fmiii the lamis by 
funiine or iin iiji a I ii ni or liv exicssivc 
rents. When these hiitje estates are 
erailiially broken up bv liovernmelit 
purchases anil arc sold out to the 
people the eoiinlry will again support 
a large populaliiin. In former yeurs 
a tenant could not be thrifty, for if 
he was he only Increased' his rent, 
not his comfort nor his wraith, but 
now industry and thrift can have 
their Just reward; and therefore they 
will be more erident and universal.

be 

In the first place Cherokee and 

Shawnee Parks ure udinirubly ndapt- 
etl for those who huve conveyances 
urd can ride through and admire 
the scenery, but for the families and 
those who eai-e to go to tlicin for 
recreation or a Sunday's oiiliiig tiny 
are far from being perfect. instead 
of ice water barrels at convenient lo- 
cations there arc a lew old battered 
germ-gat heriiig pumps at consider- 
able tlistiince apart, and us for tht 
toilet room arrangements they ure 
simply a crying shame and a disgrac 
to a city as large aa Louisville.. Cher- 
okee and Shawnee Parks both an 
notorious in this respect, and the 
management of these two «lcservi 
the strictest censure that can be put 
upon them, as there seems to be ab- 
solutely no attempt on their part to 
keep tiiese plaei's in a siinitary con- 
dition and avoid diseases. It has been 
probablv figureil out by these custo- 
dians that the class who are able to 
drive by won't see them and that 
anything ia good enough for the 
masses who frequent the parks. 

We hope that every toxpayer and 
voter win visit the parks and see for 
themselves or either consult those 
who have had their families there for 
ji day's onling or those that visit the 
parks regularly for tennis, lias.- ball 
and other games, if this is done 
munv tt deaf ear will be turned to 
the wily politician and his cry of 
"parka for the poor pe<w)Ie," unless 
a much needed reform in the manage- 
ment is not only promised, but giiar- 
anteed. In towns of less size than 
I.,ouisville there ere public band con 
certs for the peojilc who are unable 
to participute in such affairs as the 
May niusii- festival and other costly 
amusements.

Kruncis Xavier Wersz, a 
flerman. was elected (leneral of the 
society by the Congregation of the 
Company of Jesus, or the Jesuits, aa 
it is more popularly known, in sue- 
ces»ion to the late Father Martin, 
who died laat May. EV>Uowing the 
election a messenger waa .immedi- 
ately dlapatched to the Vatican to 
inform the Pope of the choice, which, 
to become effective, requires the 
Papal sanction. 

The strictest scereev was obscrv- 
I ed. but it, is slated tliiit two liallots 
were tiiki-n liefore a final choice was 
made. Tlie announcement that a 
new General of the order had been 
chosen was communicated to the 
outer world by the ringing of a beU, . 
which waa the signal that the meet- 
ing was at an end. Father Alfred 
.Maertena, Procurator General of the 
Jesuits, went to the Vatican to In- 
form Pope Piua of. the compady'a 
choice. 

The Pontiff expresseil great sotis- 
faction over the selection of Father 
Wernz. "He is jtist the man fitted for 
the position," said the Poix-. Ho 
sent Father Wernz the apostolic ben- 
ediction and iilso an afteoMonate let- 
ter )f greeting. 

Father I'lainis .Xavier \\i'iiiz was 
born at Itothwcll, Wiirteniberg. on 
December 'X, IHt'.i. and at the age of 
fifteen yeurs entered the society of 
which be was chosen head. After a 
long course of jircpurutory work he 
took up the study of canon law at 
Dittun Hall, aiid in 1883 received an 
appointment as professor in the 
(iregoriati I'nlverslty. He nh"j 
(•een nMitor .<>f the university 
I'.KM. In 1S!I7 hat her Weill/ luiran the 
publication of a series ol Imoks deal- 
ing with the most profound ipics- 
tioiis of canon law. Four volumes 
of this work already have been pub- 
llshefl. He is a consulting member 
of the congregation ecclesiastic, ex- 
traordinary affairs and index council. 

It is pretlicted that the choice of 
Father Wernz as (ieneral of the So- 
ciety of Jesus will result in the in- 
fusion of new life into the o!L.'ani/a- 
lion. He is reeogni/ed in ehiireli cir- 
cles as a projrrcssive man, of present, 
ila.v ideas, and extremely energetic. 

.\n interest ing unecriote of Father 
Wernz's b<iyhood, when a g.vpsy 
soothsayer predicted his later success 
in life, Is recalled In connection with 
his election, .\ccording to the story, 
when the old g.vpsy fixed her eyes 

upon the boy. she raised her hands 
above her head, exelulming, "There 

is n man of the future." 

All those present who had lieard 
the g.v p~.v s words ju'csscd aronini 
the old vvoiiiiiii and the boy. pouring 
ipiestions upon the fortune teller.

Archbishop John M. Farley, of New 
York, arrived home Saturday from 
Europe on the stesmriiip Campania. 
The steamship Cepheus, having on 

board more than 2()0 Catholic clergy- 
men and laymen of Ni'W ^"ork. met 
the steamer down the bay and ac< <ini- 
panied it to the do<k. when- the 
.Vrchbishop was taken aboard the 
Cepheus and taken on a sail up the 
Hudson river. The Archbishop said 
he 8a»v I'ope Pius three tiroes, and 
that the Pontiff waa quite well. 
Speaking of the French aitnation, 
.\rchbishop Farley said: 

"Kither the Gcvernincnt will coni- 
jironiise wtth the clergy before tlie 
11th of Dei ember or the French clerg.v 
will be sti ipjied of nil :h"V have. '! he 
feeling' of till' Kreiicli clergy <ui the 
subject may be well illustrated by 
what .Mgr. Lecot and other of the 
clergy said: 

" 'We have written "No aurrender" 
on our banner. We ai« ready to be 
stripped of everything, and if that :h 
done we will begin all over again and 
evangeli/e France as the .Vpostles 
did.' 

"The Kreneli are willing niarlvr; 
if need be." c-ont iiiiied the \rcli- 
bishop. ".No inan can be ;i more will- 
ing martyr than the Kranehniau. 
'riiey an- being martyred every day 
in the llast. Vol! know that a few 
liail men can make more noise th.ni 
a whole city. It is all nonsenso to 
suppose that there is no faith in 
France. The bad element among T«e 
laity at the head of the (iovernine.it 
have eneournpeil all this confiscatlf.'i 
of church property that they might 
benefit thereby. 1 will ;,'-ive v oil all 
i u-^l a lice ; 

"A ^rroup of lucMi made 1 ."1.0011.110(1 
francs by the confiscation of the Con- 
vent of the Sacred Heart alone. This 
confiscation business is simply a 
game of stealing on the part of Ir- 
rellgioua men— not even Christians." 

That the Catholic Church asks only 
the same freedom In Franc-e as It Is 
acconle'l in te I'nited .States was de- 
clared by .\rchbishop l!yan in an in- 
terview iijioii the encyclical of the 
I'ope ami the rrencli situation. 

That must be the result, in the 
.Vndibishop's opinion, after any <'om- 
inotlons that may arise, and that re- 
sult win be atteiided by another, the 
effect of peraeeution, a stronger 
Catholic church than ever. But to 
illustrate the difference between a 
chtirch let alone uy the Government, 
as the church in the United States, 
and the situation in France, the 
.\rehl)isho|) reproduced a word )iie- 
tiire of a scene at the bedsidi- of a 
dying patient in a Fremdi hospital, 
as first reported by a Protestant.. 

".V Protestant gentleman," said the 
.Vrchbishop, "waa going through the 
ward and saw a sister weeping at the 
bedside. He Inquired if the patient 
v\ ere a relative. No, she said, but he 
was a Catholic ond had been a bad 
man and wished to repent of his sin.i. 
He rennested that she would place 
the crucifix where he coiilil see it, 
and she was forbidden by law to sat- 
isfy this (Iviiijr rei|uest of the man 
who wished the help of the cross to 
thiiiU of his Saviour. 

"Think of a Oovemment in our 
country which would attempt to in- 
terfere with the religious consola- 
tiona of the sick in the hospitals. 
Thia ia only one of many lIlustrntionK 
that might be given of the course of 
the Government inspired bv the 
hatred of the chunli by hatred 
of .lesus Christ, by hatred of 
every symbol of < lirist ia iiity, by the 
same theism as in the I'reiich re\<ilu- 
tion. 1 call it diabolism. The move- 
ment seeks to destroy the constitu- 
tion of the church. Some people im- 
agine that the Pope could have done 
anything he pleaaed In the matter, 
but the I'ope was powerless to do 
anything else than he has done. He 
must uphold the constitution of the 
churi'h. lie and all the Iti^hops of 
France am! all other llishops have no 
power to consent to the propositions 
of the French (iovernment to over- 
throw the constitution of the church. 
If there was disloyalty to the Govern- 
ment anywhere, they should punish 
the disloyalty. Edmund Burke said 
there was no way to frame an in- 
dictment against a whole people, but 
the atheistic movement in France has 
not only indicted a whole jieopie. but 
convicted and punished without a 
trial. 

"We know," continued the .\rch- 
bishoj). '■ that in the iiresent move- 
ment of persecution of Christians in 
France, Oovemment apiea prepared 
a blacklist of men who went to 
church and of man whoae wlvea went 
to church or who aent their ehlMrrn 
to church."
